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1. Organizational changes in the Geroral Management of the Sackgmnov (N51/K60) 
Mines whieh were expected in the summer of 1949 have only recently been cam 
ried out. Ing. Simin, a Czech citizen, has basen appointed general manager 
to replace Ing, Cmelak, who is to be ‘ransferred to Pribram (N50/L53). Ing. 
Razev, the Soviet general manager, and Gen. Velochov, the Soviet delegate 
for the entire mining area of Jachymov, will remain in their present posi= 
tions. ing. Grib, manager of the terrain expedition searching for uranium, 
haa bean reassinned as manager of peologieal research. He replaces Ing. Kras« 
nikov, “ho will be transferred to the Doutsache Bismutgeselischaft in Saxony. 
‘ing. Cernyser, vho was an adjutant to Gen. Cerkasov,y will be appointed to the 
position left vacant by Grib. . 


2, At the end of tha summer of 1949, seven new minoral veing wore discovered by 
the Ge aleal Research Section in the rovion of Hornd Slevkov (Schlagremald - 
W51/P68). Most of the newly discovered minoral veins were found on the surface 
and can therefore be easily oxtrasted. The deposits contain such a high content 
of uranium ove that, according to Soviet standards, the new Locations rank 
oioss te those of the Jachymoy mines in importance. Poreslain clay has also 
poon discovered in this rarion. 


3,  Hechanization of mining has been started on a large seale in the minas of 
Rovnest, Bratratvi, and Svernost. Twoestory mining eares for the transport 
of material, and syeodal-cages for the transport of personnel, have beon ine. 
stalled. Shafts of a larger capacity and communication corridors among the 
détferent mines have boen constructed. A commnicatidn corridor 
haa just been completed votween tae Elias, Rovnest, Svortost, and Bratrstvi 
mines, Another method called “keninkeve" iis being exparimented with in the 
minas of Rovnost and Svornost. Cince the consixuction of mining cages and 
the inetallation of machinery, production has been increased. 


4. Gorman prisoners-of-war who heave Seen working in the Jachymov area are being 


discharged and replaced by Czech political prisoners. Atout 10,000 political 
prisoners are estimated te be wor'cing in all the nines of this region. 
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
